Report Reveals Palm Springs High School 
Broke All Attendance Records in Past Year 


Annual reports completed this week at the local high 
school which are being submitted to the County Office and 
to the California State Department of Education indicate that 
the local high school had an Average Daily Attendance for 
the school year 1946-47 of 274.27. This figure breaks all 
records for A.D.A. in the history of Palm Springs Union 
High School. 
The A. D. A. figures are the 
ones used as a basis for paying 
State money to the local school 
districts. S tate enrollm ent in the 
local 
high 
school 
during 
the 
school year ju st ended reached 
a total of 462. This m eans that 
during the school year 462 stu­ 
dents registered in Palm Springs 
high school who had not previous­ 
ly registered during the year in 
any other California high school. 


THE STATE 
enrollm ent for 
1946-47 was 152 more th an in the 
previous school year. The A.D.A. 
figures as reported to the State 
D epartm ent of Education by the 
local school office for the last 
five years are as follows: 
1947 ................ 274.27 
1946 ................ 202.41 
1945 ................ 180.21 
1944 ................ 162.61 
1943 ................ 169.98 
W hereas P.S.H.S. drew $20,150 
in state money based on A.D.A. 
for the school year 1946-47, it is 
estim ated by Dr. E. E. Oertel, 
principal of the local high school 
that the state apportionm ent for 
the school year 1947-48 will be 
$28,480 on a basis of A.D.A. 


THE NEW STATE equalization 
monies do not enrich the treas­ 
ury of the local high school dis­ 
trict in any appreciable am ount 
due to the fact that th e assessed 
valuation back of each high school 
student in 
A.D.A. is so high. 
Palm Springs will receive only a 
few dollars more p er unit of 
A.D.A. for th e next fiscal year. 
High schools in California having 
$2,000 in assessed valuation back 
of each stu d en t in A.D.A. will 
receive $191 per unit. The allow ­ 
ance is graduated dow nw ard u n ­ 
til schools having an 
assessed 
valuation of $29,500 back of each 
student in A.D.A. w ill be paid 
$90 per unit. N inety dollars is 
the m inim um paym ent for all 
schools having above the $29,500 
per unit assessed valuation. Palm 
Springs has more than twice this 
am ount of assessed valuation back 
of each student in A.D.A., the 
am ount being approxim ately $64,­ 
375.

K ettm ann

hours and stuck to th e present 
schedule. 


THE OLD LAW, allowing bars 
to open at 6 a. m. and rem ain 
open until 2 a. m., becomes ef­ 
fective Tuesday, July 1. This law 
was in effect before the w ar but 
during the w ar-tim e, at the re­ 
quest of the 
arm y, th e hours 
were changed from 10 a. m. to 
midnight. This w ar-tim e ruling 
term inates July 1 and th e legis­ 
lature failed to extend it. 
Lounges 
w ere 
autom atically 
perm itted to rem ain open until 
2 a. m„ if they so desired.

One 
of the four spots with a seasonal 
license closed in June, the Co­ 
lonial House, and another, The 
Dunes, w ill close tom orrow leav­ 
ing only two open during the re­ 
m ainder of the summer.

Flood Control 


Discussed And 


Budget Fixed 


A pretentious flood control pro­ 
gram for th is district is in the 
m aking and a budget am ounting 
to approxim ately $40,000 to be 
expended during the fiscal year 
of 
1947-48 
was 
subm itted 
to 
county supervisors for approval 
by mem bers 
of the 
Riverside 
County Flood and W ater Con­ 
servation D istrict, Zone 6. 
The m eeting, held in the offices 
of the cham ber of commerce, and 
presided over by C ulver Nichols 
and with Bill H illery, secretary 
and 
H erbert 
Samson 
present, 
compiled 
budget 
requirem ents 
which necessitate a tax rate for 
flood control purposes of slightly 
more than 19 cents p er $100. 


FOREMOST on the program 
w ill be th e com pletion of the 
C athedral City flood control proj­ 
ect. An undeterm ined am ount of 
money is included in th e budget 
asked for P alm Canyon study and 
control of w ater. 
Eventually, the P alm Canyon 
project will cost at least $1,250,­ 
000, according to H illery. When 
this project is com pleted, and it 
is hoped w ith the aid of federal 
and state funds, flood 
w aters 
th at sw irl 
dow n th at canyon, 
M urray and A ndreas canyons and 
are joined a t the south end of 
tow n to th en sweep on to the 
W hitew ater river, will come under 
control. 


IT WAS ALSO LEARNED that 
among m inor jobs, w hich it is 
hoped will be com pleted during 
the on-com ing 12 m onth period, 
Tahquitz and Tacheva w ashes will 
undergo a thorough engineering 
study for the control of flood 
waters. Flood w aters from the 
latter are som etim es a menace 
to Frances Stevens school. 
U. S. geological w ater gauge 
and engineering surveys will be 
asked and on the result of these 
studies it is hoped the state will 
contribute financially to the flood 
control program in this area.

Congestion

children in the grade schools of 
this district is expected to be 
considerably eased w ith an ex­ 
pected expenditure of approxi­ 
m ately $350,000 for sum m er con­ 
struction 
of 
additional 
class 
room s, it w as announced yes­ 
terday. 
Funds for the construction pro­ 
gram will be allocated from the 
$750,000 
bond 
issue 
voted for 
these purposes this past w inter 
by residents in the D esert school 
district. 


COMPLETION of the program 
w hich is expected to consume the 
rem aining $400,000 w ill take place 
just as soon as building m aterials 
and labor costs are stabilized, ac­ 
cording to 
Miss K a t h e r i n e 
Finchey, superintendent of the 
D esert school district. 
Not contained in the estim ated 
construction 
program 
for 
this 
sum m er is any w ork th at will 
have to be done alm ost im m e­ 
diately on 12 acres of land the 
W ar Assets A dm inistration plans 
to give the Desert school district 
for school expansion purposes. 


ALTHOUGH authorities of the 
school district have not received 
official w ord from W ashington 
that 12 acres of Torney General 
H ospital land is to be deeded by 
the governm ent 
to the D esert 
school district, The D esert Sun 
has received word th at George 
W hittet, WAA official, 
recom ­ 
m ended to a review board in 
W ashington that this am ount of 
acreage be given to the schools 
here. This recom m endation, it is 
understood, has been accepted by 
the board and transfer of the 
property is expected to take place 
in the near future. 
W hen this event takes place, 
school authorities w ill be com 
pelled under governm ent regula 
tions to commence some sort of 
im provem ent 
of 
the 
property 
w ithin a reasonable length of 
time. 


AROUND THE ACQUISITION 
of this land, it was learned, a 
tentative plan of construction has 
already been discussed by school 
trustees. It includes the im m e­ 
diate erection of two class rooms 
to relieve overcrowded conditions 
at the Francis Stevens school. 
Eventually this property will 
see the erection of an additional 
school unit w ith class rooms, of­ 
fices and even w arehouses w here 
school supplies, now stored in 
buildings throughout the district, 
can be kept in a central depot. 
The plans also include machine 
and 
m aintenance shops and a 
place w here school buses w ill be 
kept. 


CLARK AND FREY, architects 
are now preparing plans which 
include the prospective construc­ 
tion of two class room s for the 
C athedral City gram m ar school; 
two class rooms for the Nellie 
Coffm an school; two for D esert 
Hot Springs, and three room s at 
the C ahuilla school, w hich include 
two class rooms and a kinder- j 
garten room. 
I 
School authorities also seek ad­ 
ditional land for annexation to 
the C ahuilla school and plan to 
purchase about eight acres at 
Rancho M irage for the erection 
of a school there. A dditional land 
for th e D esert Hot Springs unit 
is also in the program.

Com m ander John Connell to the 
interest on the p art of village 
civic organizations and the cham­ 
ber of commerce, who w rote let­ 
ters to the CPA, stressing the 
need 
of 
the 
W ars 
Memorial 
building in Palm Springs. 
“I w ant to take this oppor­ 
tunity,” 
declared 
Commander 
Connell, “to thank those civic or­ 
ganizations and the cham ber of 
commerce in going to bat for the 
post.” 
Past Com m ander G erald San­ 
born, under whose regim e the 
first and second application had 
been filed, received the permit 
through 
the 
m a i l s 
Thursday 
m orning and im m ediately turned 
it over to the present commander. 


CONNELL began at once to 
sta rt the prelim inary wheels of 
construction rolling. He said that 
C lark and Frey, architects, will 
have the plans of the W ars Me­ 
m orial building completed by the 
m iddle of next week and bids will 
be asked of building contractors 
as soon as possible thereafter. 
A ssurances have been given the 
Legion, Connell said, that a loan 
of approxim ately $30,000, nego­ 
tiations 
for 
which 
had 
been 
started som etime ago, w ill be 
forthcoming. This am ount w ill be 
m atched w ith an equal amount 
now in the building fund of the 
O wen Coffman Post. 


ORIGINALLY 
it was 
hoped 
th a t the W ars M em orial building 
would be completed in tim e for 
A rm istice 
Day, 
N ovem ber 
11. 
Now Com m ander Connell, was 
in hope th at at least a portion 
of the building w ill be finished 
by that tim e w ith the entire 
building completed by January 
1. 1948. 
“If the building is up and a 
floor layed by N ovem ber 11,” 
Connell said, “we w ill at least 
have a dance there on Armistice 
D ay,” added the jubilant Legion 
executive. 
There w as com plete satisfac­ 
tion in m any quarters that at 
last the Legion would have its 
building—a structure th at would 
not only provide a perm anent

A viator Jacob W arren Smouse 
who iiew his plane over Palm 
Springs allegedly w hile intoxi­ 
cated, ended up doing a “ground- 
loop'’ in Judge Russell G. W aite's 
court Tuesday afternoon. 
Eight m onths of industry at 
th e county road camp plus three 
years probation was the sentence 
imposed on Smouse by the judge 
follow ing a plea of guilty to the 
charge of flying an airplane w hile 
under th e influence of intoxicat­ 
ing liquor.

by Smouse and Judge W aite fol­ 
lowed the recom m endation of the 
probation officer in m eting out 
justice. 
The Costa Mesa flier who was 
arrested here March 2 had flown 
his plane over and about the 
local airport in such a m anner as 
to endanger life, other airplanes 
and earthbound traffic. 
When he 
landed his 
flying 
craft, two Palm Springs police 
officers, sum moned there by Mrs. 
Mary Nelson, airport messenger, 
took Smouse into custody, sub­ 
jected him to a sobriety test and 
when he failed to pass, placed 
him behind bars with a possible 
penitentiary sentence staring him 
in the face. 


AT FIRST Smouse pleaded not 
guilty, claim ing that he had lost 
his way from Costa Mesa where 
he rented the plane and w hat was 
believed drunkcness on his part 
was actually induced by fear of 
crashing due to a failing supply 
of gasoline in his ship’s tanks. 
The trial was postponed several 
times w hile the defendant was 
free under bail. When he failed 
to comply w ith court procedure 
about three weeks ago. Judge 
Waite set Smouse’s bail aside and 
rem anded him into the custody 
of the sheriff, 
who, in turn, 
placed the flier behind the bars 
of the county jail. 


CHANGING his mind; Smouse 
then decided to plead guilty and 
ask for probation. Tuesday when 
his petition for probation came 
up, 
the 
sentence was 
handed 
down but not until the Judge had 
severely castigated the aviator 
who operated a sky-flying vehicle 
w ith John Barleycorn riding as a 
jolly but dangerous passenger. 
The three years of probation 
was granted w ith the proviso 
that Smouse serve eight months 
in a Riverside County road camp; 
refrain from drinking liquor for 
three years; abstain from viola­ 
ting either ordinance or laws, and 
to report in w riting to Riverside 
probation officers once a month 
after his eight m onths of road 
camp duty is finished. 
The arrest of the flier in March 
m arked the second such a r r e s t- 
flying an airplane w hile intoxi­ 
cated—in Palm Springs and in 
Riverside county.

OUT OF ARIZONA— 
PART VIII 
We arose early, breakfasted, 
and re-visited the Museum to 
meet the Park Naturalist, Floyd 
Keller, who had been away yes­ 
terday. Then, after a short visit 
with him, we continued on our 
tour through the Petrified Forest. 
We by-passed the Second Forest 
and stopped at the First, where 
formerly stood the famous Eagle- 
nest Rock which was blown-down 
early in 1941. Next the Agate 
Bridge and Pedestal Rock and on 
to the Blue Forest, named by John 
Muir because of the bluish-gray 
color of the bentonitic soil there, 
not because the petrified wood is 
blue there. 
Newspaper Rock claimed our 
attention next and then the Puer­ 
co River ruins, with its famous 
Stork drawing, thought by some 
to be the prehistoric Indian ver­ 
sion of a stork bringing a baby in 
its bill! More conservative opin­ 
ions say it’s really a heron eating 
a frog. Through the Puerco check- 
ing-station, we continued on north 
to the Painted Desert and the 
beautiful Inn on the brink of the 
lava-flow overlooking the desert. 
This magnificent building was 
constructed entirely by the CCC 
boys back in 1940 and 1941, and 
just this June was taken over 
by the Harvey Houses to operate 
as another link in their long chain 
of restaurants and hotels across 
the Southwest. I can remember 
the day it opened its doors to the 
public for the first time, the 
summer of 1941. It was an in­ 
formal opening for such a splen­ 
did structure, located as it is on 
the very edge of the vast expanse 
of arid badlands called the Paint­ 
ed Desert. And ’way out there in 
the midst of all this great aridity 
is the Black Forest, where the 
preponderance of the wood actu­ 
ally is black, a type of onyx due 
to a quantity of manganese in the 
overlying soil in that area that 
stained the wood black. For the 
color of petrified wood is not due 
to different types of trees, but 
to mineral stains after or during 
petrification. In Arizona, it is two 
minerals that cause all the colors: 
manganese, the black or gray; and 
various forms of iron, causing 
hues ranging from yellow through 
orange and brown to brilliant 
jaspar red. 
THE WHOLE THEORY of pet­ 
rification was quite recently 
changed. Formerly, it was thought 
that all the wood material was 
dissolved away and replaced by 
minerals. However, laboratory re­ 
search, by dissolving petrified 
wood in a strong acid, has re­ 
vealed that the woody tissue is 
still actually present, not re­ 
placed. In other words, petrifica­ 
tion is a super-saturation of wood 
with mineral, usually quartz, and 
the wood cells still persist in 
spite of the rock-liWe exterior 
and properties. 
From the Petrified Forest, we 
continued on east on Highway 66 
to New Mexico, through Gallup 
and on to Albuquerque. Here we 
stayed all nigjit, and on the mor-

RISE 
T O 
R E M A R K ” 
By CONGRESSMAN JOHN PHILLIPS 


The first bill of major import­ 
ance in this session, in the making 
of which I have had a personal 
part and personal responsibility, 
came to the floor today. It is the 
appropriation bill for ‘‘Independ­ 
ent Offices.” I have told you that 
this bill contains appropriations 
for two dozen or more agencies, 
including the Veterans Adminis­ 
trations, War Assets, Maritime, 
FCC, FWA, FTC, FPC, Civil Serv­ 
ice, Archives, Atomic Energy, on 
down to the Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt Memorial Library at Hyde 
Park, and including the Presi­ 
dent’s salary and expenses, and 
the expenses of the White House. 
The requests totalled $8,498,­ 
409,579. This amount had been 
reduced $576,075,000, on the basis 
of subcommittee suggestions, be­ 
fore we finally marked up the 
bill. In addition the subcommit­ 
tee took off $330,540,732. The 
subcommittee cancelled previous 
appropriations and took back in­ 
come, to an additional $505,075,­ 
000. The grand total reduction 
from the President’s original 
budget estimate was $1,411,690,­ 
732. It took ten weeks of daily 
work. We worked most Satur­ 
days, and Memorial Day! 
The hardest job was the Vet- 


row began our longest drive of 
the whole trip east, on which 
stretch we covered 1,100 miles in 
two days. But never again! We 
were both so travel-weary by the 
end of that second day that it 
wasn’t worth it. 
From Albuquerque to Amarillo 
and on to Oklahoma City that 
same night. Then from Oklahoma 
City to Fort Smith and Little 
Rock, and on to Memphis the 
next. At Little Rock I drove out 
to Camp Robinson where during 
the war I spent nearly a year 
and a half as drill sergeant in the 
Medical Replacement Training 
Center there. But the camp was 
closed, so I could not renew old 
memories. We did eat our dinner 
that night in Franke’s Cafeteria, 
where I used to eat every night 
I could get away from the camp. 
It, at least, had not changed. I 
’phoned an old friend of mine 
with whom I was at the Ephrata 
Army Air Base in the state of 
Washington, but he had in inter­ 
im married and was on a second 
honeymoon in Penticton, Canada! 
OUR "TOURIST COURT" at 
Memphis was in reality but a 
made-over garage, and not much 
made-over, at that. Still, it was 
the only vacancy we found, and 
having driven so far, we were 
thankful for any kind of a bed. 
We didn’t camp-out because it had 
begun to sprinkle. The first thing 
we noticed after dark were the 
fire-flies, those odd beetles that 
shed their interm ittent ghostly 
lights in flight as they wing slow­ 
ly about among the trees and 
over the fields. I wish they were 
to be seen in Southern California. 
I can well recall how startled I 
was when I first saw them on 
bivouac in Arkanssa during the 
war. Those, and the glow-worms, 
I think I remember above all else. 
Leaving Memphis fairly early, 
we headed northeast to Nash­ 
ville and thence due north to 
Bowling Green, Kentucky. Our 
goal was Mammoth Cave, Nat­ 
ional Park, only recently made a 
park. At the large hotel there 
when we registered, the assistant 
manager happened to glance at 
our names and noted our address, 
he immediately came over and in­ 
troduced himself. “Our manager 
used to be at the Desert Inn in 
Palm Springs and I know she’ll 
want to meet you.” When we 
brought our baggage in, there was 
the manager, Mrs. Sanford, await­ 
ing us. Never have we met more 
cordial people. They made us feel 
right at home and insisted that 
we stay at the hotel at no ex­ 
pense. That evening we attended 
the Park Naturalists’ informal 
lecture in the hotel building, and 
at its conclusion, I showed my 
reel on Palm Springs. It was very 
well received and several in the 
audience came up afterwards to 
ask further details about the Des­ 
ert Museum and its activities. 
After a sound sleep, we arose 
early, eager to be off on our next 
adventure, our first trip through 
the famous Mammoth Caves.

eran’s Administration. That alone 
was 85% of the budget. Three 
quarters of that was to under­ 
write allowances, pensions, and 
fixed charges written into laws, 
by the Congress from time to 
time. The job of the Appropria­ 
tions Committee is only to finance 
them! The subcommittee was de­ 
termined not to take any money, 
or any benefits, or any services, 
from the veterans, but only to 
suggest economies in certain ad­ 
ministrative areas, and to see that 
the veterans and the taxpayers 
got full value for every dollar 
spent. With 20,000,000 veterans 
in the United States, and an 
average of four people in a fam­ 
ily, and with parents and close 
relatives, we can easily see that 
the words “veteran” and “tax­ 
payer” are nearly synonymous. 
I can recall when $7,075,341,­ 
300, the amount given the Vet­ 
erans Administration, would have 
covered the entire Federal Bud­ 
get. We could well give a little 
serious thought to that fact. 
It will not surprise those read­ 
ers who have known your Con­ 
gressman from the old SRA days 
to hear that the word is around 
among the agencies that the 
happy days of New Deal spend­ 
ing are over. Budget officers are 
being told to be prepared to jus­ 
tify their requests. Poor account­ 
ing systems, and little matters of 
‘‘overlooking” an item of $37,­ 
000,000 (which the Martime Com­ 
mission did) are now embarrass­ 
ing. The agencies with clean ac­ 
counts and honest budgets come 
and go without fear. The others 
may take for their spokesman 
the commission member who said 
to the chairman that every day 
since his appearance before the 
sub-committee, he had hung his 
head in shame. 
I quote briefly from the re­ 
port: One of the most amazing 
pieces of testimony is that of the 
General Accounting Office that 
almost nowhere in the govern­ 
m ent is there any semblance of 
cost accounting; that billions have 
been spent that can never be 
properly accounted for. . . . The 
ratio of personnel employees to 
the total personnel in each of 
the several agencies ranged from 
a maximum of 1 to 18 to a mini­ 
mum of 1 to 121. . . . The Vet­ 
erans Administration has a tre­ 
mendous problem to deal with. 
The great demobilization period 
is past. The time has come to es­ 
tablish efficiency in administra­ 
tion. . . . There is no justification 
for any agency of government 
submitting such involved and con­ 
fused statements that the com­ 
mittee should be required to ex­ 
pend funds for the services of 
expert accountants actually to go 
into the records and develop basic 
data. Every agency should con­ 
sider it to be a first responsibility 
that its data be clear, concise and 
accurate. The reverse process ap­ 
pears to have been the policy of 
the Maritime Commission. . . . 
these are samples from a 49 page 
report. 
The rewards are many for the 
hard work of weeks. The chair­ 
man of the Appropriations Com­ 
mittee called the finished bill and 
report the best job done by any 
of the subcommittees. 
The Democratic members of the 
subcommittee joined in a unani­ 
mous report in presenting the 
bill. The House itself took only 
about two hours for general de­ 
bate instead of two days. Few if 
any amendments will be offered; 
none are indicated as I write this, 
except corrective amendments 
from the committee itself. There 
is apparently no opposition. Yet 
it contains over 8 billions in 
money, affects some of the most 
sensitive of the agencies, and 
shows savings of almost 1 % bill­ 
ions to the taxpayers. “This 
means a saving of about 3 million 
dollars in taxes in the 22nd dis­ 
trict or an average of about $35 
for each family.”
